M. L. KING Expendable 
More Useful Dead Than Alive

The death of M. L, King was an odious 
event, the repercussions of which have only 
begun to make themselves felt in our subvert- 
ed and strife torn land. It is the contention of 
this newspaper that Luther King was cut 
down by the same sinister clique of interna- 
tional conspirators, the same faceless manipu- 
lators of naked power, who killed President 
Kennedy. King was killed, as was Kennedy, 
n order to create a martyr-figure with which 
Ło shore up the collapsing world of “liberal 
democracy.” The liberal democratic state 
built as it is upon philosophical absurdities 
and moral perversion, cannot stand without a 
constant influx of bigger and better lies, usu- 
ally of a maudlin and sympathy-provoking 
variety e.g. “The Six Million.” 

Some day, perhaps in the near future, the 
entire insane structure will come tumbling 
down, but right now we Americans are faced 
with a rapidly decaying society assaulted 
from below by a mob of frenzied looters and 
arsonists and from above by the intellectual 
mafia of Jewish academic shysters who are 
pumping our students full of drugs, treason 
and ideological poisons. 

What relation does this have to the mur- 
ders of King and Kennedy? Simply this: M. L. 
King and J.F. Kennedy were both abject 
slaves of the Communist-Zionist conspiracy. 
Every day of their political lives was given 
over to fulfilling the program of this devious 
plot against humanity. When both became 
more valuable dead than alive, they were 
brutally disposed of. If this is how they treat 
their friends what can we, the vast majority 
of Americans of all races, expect from these 
fanatics whose age-old hatred of the rest of 
humanity is the root cause of all the horrors 
that have tortured this world for the past two 
centuries. 


Consider first the assassination of Kennedy: 
Prior to the assassination, Kennedy was 
growing unpopular. The Bay of Pigs fiasco, 
the brutal, tyrannical invasion of the Univer- 
sity of Mississippi combined with the ludi- 
crous, regal posturing of the Kennedy clan in 
general and the vacuous, vacant staring Jac- 
queline in particular had left a bad taste in 
America’s mouth. 

That Kennedy was merely a rich fop who 
had made a terrible botch of the Presidency 
was all too apparent to his unseen masters. 
His murder was followed up with a publicity 
campaign unique even in the sordid annals of 
the American press. The fact that it succeed- 
ed in placing the blame for the assassination 
on the “right wing,” despite Oswald’s com- 
munist record, is an appalling testimonial to 
the political credulity of the American peo- 
ple, even more appalling than the fact that an 
obvious failure like JFK has been elevated 
into a veritable saint. 

Much the same technique is discernible in 
the King affair. King was killed with a rifle 
as was Kennedy. Both were shot down in a 
southern city noted for its distaste for “civil 
rights.” In both cases the assassins were 
mysterious creatures — and both disap- 
peared: one killed by a strange Jew; the oth- 
er, an elusive composite of photos and rec- 
ords, who has not yet been found and who 
may never be, if indeed such a person exists 
at all. i 

Why then was King killed? Simply because 
he had ceased to be of any use — that is, 
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late. Ridiculed by the militants whose doc- 
trine of overt violence represents a more ad- 
_vanced stage of the conspiracy than the cov- 
ert violence of King’s pacifism, barred from

otie “poor people’s march” on Washington 
had all the makings of a giant flop and King 
himself, lusting and biting rabidly after pub- 
licity, was making a monumental fool of 
himself by his pompous entry into a garbage 
man’s strike in Memphis. Clearly Martin L. 
was descending fast, and if allowed to con- 
tinue, might have caused tremendous embar- 
rassment to his masters. 

Let us stop briefly to shed some light on 
King’s character. He was in all honesty rath- 
er dim-witted. He understood in a vague 
manner that he was part and parcel of a 
greater conspiracy; but where that conspira- 
cy began he did not know, and where it led 
he did not care just as long as glory and hon- 
or, influence and fame bathed him in their 
spotlights. Freely churning up a mixture of 
Christianity and Marxism, King came to im- 
agine himself an amalgam of the Holy Spirit 
and Karl Marx. In brief, a fraud of epic pro- 
portions but a fraud blessed with the capacity 
for stirring up half-wits — not southern ne- 
groes or white workers, mind you, but rath- 
er these soft heads of democracy: the do- 
gooding suburban housewives, the hair- 
brained pedagogues who abound in our 
schools, the social workers, the mitred buf- 
foons and clerical hacks who have turned 
Christianity into a miserable bedbuggism of 
stale slogans out of Karl Marx by “The Na- 
tional Guardian” and all the other damned 
fools who dream their preposterous dreams 
and drool and whimper over every blood-spot- 
ted criminal who raises his head from out of 
the gutter and howls for “rights and revolu- 
tion.” Such people are the stuff of decadence 
and to them King’s ponderous oratory was 
not the same old left bosh absurdly emitted 
and defectively conceived but rather wisdom 
of an occult and fabulous kind. To them he 
was a saint. To us who know his record of 
cooperation with communists and Zionists he 
Was at best a montebank and at worst a con- 
scious enemy of American freedom. 

Following are a few highlights from his 
career. 

M. L. King has either been a member of, 
or wittingly accepted support from over 60 
Communist fronts, individuals and/or or- 
ganizations which give aid to or espouse 
Communist causes. 

King attended the Communist training 
school, the Highlander Folk School at Mon- 
teagle, Tenn., and speaking at the 25th 
anniversary of Highland, on Labor Day 
weekend, 1957, stated: “I have long ad- 
mired the noble purpose and creative work 
of this institution. For 25 years you have 
given the South some of its most responsi- 
ble leaders in this great period of 
transition.” 

It is well known, and fully documented 


in the F.B.I. files that King was a car thief _ 


and operated an extensive car theft ring. - 
(Cong. Record, March 30, 1966). The same 
files contain documentation on King’s per- 
sonal moral turpitude, his communist con- 
nections and the Soviet money he received.

“What set Jesus apart, he believes, was .

ness.” (National Observer, Dec. 30, 1963). 

From the above we can see that M. L. King 
was no saint and no hero. It was unfortunate 
that he was murdered, for murder is wrong. 
But if peace is ever to come to this tortured 
land the records of all servants of the Zionist 
conspiracy must be exposed to the light of
